Is oa tb* waae, report* come out of^ba 
heart of tb* atriokan load telling of a 
condition of dlatreaa a* great a* at 
any time during tb* l**t two moo the. 
It e**ms that tb* rains bar* not yet 
reached or*r 150 mile* north and south 
of Bombay. Beyond tbe** polaU tb* 
stoutest heart* begin to quail at tb* 
proepeot, knowing too w*U what another 
failure of rain means. What Is to be- 
otuns of tb* p*opi*l« these ss sti oos tf 
tbe monsoon falls again? Tb* pro*pe*t 
Is appalling. Tb* authorities cannot 
Uke tb* necessary preoautldpe against 
miscarriage too aooa. Though tbe 
Qorernmwit of India la straining erery 
oerre to avert a catastrophe worse than 
any they bare ever bad to faee, they 
still need the loyal oo-operation and help 
of tbe well-to-do public. If tbe ftyli ex¬ 
tent and intensity of tbe present suffer¬ 
ing In India were only realised by tb* 
public, the stream of sympathy would be¬ 
gin to flow afresh. Tbe situation Is more 
dismal than correspondents can describe. 
Money, condensed milk, blankeU, medi¬ 
cine, any of these ags sorely needed. 

Unices there Is b speedy change In 
tbe weather, of which tbe metcorol^to 
eal conditions hold out no promls%j^| 
kbarif crop, which provides tbe pc<MV 
with their staple food, will be loet. 
Tbe peasantry are beginning to despair 
and to wander, or else to leave tbelr 
villages for tbe relief works, with the 
result that. Instead of diminishing, tbe 
population of the famine camps and the 
poorboueee le again on the Inorease. 
Tbe fodder famine la unabated, end 
many of tbe cattle Imported to repair 
tbe terrible wsaUge oaused by tbe 
dTougbt are dying. To add to tbe trials 
of tbe unfortuoate, tbe mill Industry 
has now reached a critical phase, and 
there la tbe possibility of a general 
stoppage of the maobinery, which will 
throw thousands out of employment, 
for whom work will have to be found. 

And now a n*w terror la added to 
the sufferings of lbs multitude. I* all 
tbe relief camps they have thus far had 
water to drink; now many of the shal¬ 
low weHa, tftlg with spad'V and mat¬ 
tocks, have yield'* J dr last drop.

One Important.phase that must not 
be overlooked I* that Indian famine* 
claim their victim* amongst th* r*llev- 
«M as well a* among th* rsllsved, and 
already men are breaking down through 
th* strain upon mind sod body that 
never relents. 

Regarding the awful strain on mis¬ 
sionaries and relief worker* the Bishop 
of Oaleutta write*; 

“The famine, th* plague, the cholera, 
and the trying ollmate of the plain* in 
the hot weather have laid a burden 
greater than human strength can bear 
upon tbe devoted men and women who 
have now for so many months been 
fighting tbe battle of the people of India 
against death. It Is of tha missionaries 
that I am beat qualified to apeak. One 
after another tbe missionary workers of 
my diocese have broken down In health 
and have been sent home, uottl tbe 
■fllculty of carrying on thalr work haa 
become almost hopeless. one dis¬ 

trict alone tbe clergymen of tbe Church 
Missionary Society have been reduced 
from forty to twenty-one. What tbe 
strain upon some of tbe clergy has been 
may perhaps be estimated from tbe his¬ 
tory of one who laid down hi* life a fort¬ 
night ago In the country of the Bblla. 
Tb* B*v. C. 8. Thompson bad been for 
nineteen years a missionary of the 
Church Missionary Society; he was at 
home spending bis first furlough when 
the famine began, but he returned Im¬ 
mediately to bis people, and for mootos 
he spent all that he possessed in trying 
to keep them alive. He was feeding 
5,000 persons every day. At last the 
cholera came to Kberwsra, where be 
lived. Within a week It cut off 100 cut 
of 210 orphans In the government poor 
bouse alone; then It attacked him, and 
after eight hours* brief Illness he died, 
alone, except for hie faithful native 
bearers.
